STWG Priorities for 2018
Based on MCCC 2017 Annual Report

Going forward into 2018 the Commission’s Scientific and Technical Working Group plans take on
the following tasks:

1.

Assemble an expert group to identify critical uncertainties in and methods to improve
the estimation of greenhouse emissions from forests, agriculture, wetlands and
waterways.

Assemble an expert group to provide an assessment of emissions from and climate
change impacts on Maryland agriculture as called for in the Maryland Commission on
Climate Change Act [Maryland Environment Code Ann. §2-1303(d)].

Begin to explore energy alternatives to achieve emissions reductions beyond 2030 that
carbon neutrality.

Work with the Mitigation Working Group and the Departments of the Environment,
Agriculture and Natural Resources to improve the projection, tracking and reporting of
greenhouse gas emissions and sinks, including sequestration alternatives.
